Parking problem 
proves pesky 

We have a problem In Sierra Madre that 
keeps growing beyond proportions: parking. 

From time to time the News staff mem¬ 
bers have been as guilty as many other senrice 
and retail people In the city — parking out in 
front of the office where shoppers should be 
parking. The reason we sometimes slip is be¬ 
cause we have no parking slots for us behind 
the office and sometimes there are no places 
in our usual public parking area up on Monte- 
cito and Auburn. 

What is the city going to do with this 
potential critical problem? We have advised 
News staff members to begin seeking parking 
spots across Sierra Madre Blvd. south. At this 
time that parking area remains more open than 
other areas. 

It’s true that each time we leave our busi¬ 
ness cars on the street we take away the pos¬ 
sibility of a sale for ourselves and our neigh¬ 
bors. 

It’s true that every time we slip our cars 
Into slots outside our business we present a 
potential hazard to the day-end receipts of 
ourselves and our business friends up and 
down the streets. 

According to Police Chief Bill Betts, “The 
continuing (parking) problem downtown can be 
relieved if store owners and employees park 
away from their businesses, leaving the front 
open for potential shoppers. We all need to 
pay particular attention — especially during 
this upcoming holiday season — with the 
increase in shoppers. It Is rather distressing 
to the shopper if he has to drive around the 
block several times and not find a place to 
park. Those same people will probably drive 
off to a nearby mall where there is parking 
even If It is about a mile away from the stores.” 

If we compare that distance with where 
parking is in Sierra Madre, the mail still seems 
to have the most room, Betts implied. 

“We will do as much enforcement as we 
can. I should hope availability will improve, not 
from the $10 citations for over-two-hour parking 
but from cooperation of merchants. It takes a 
combined effort,” Betts concluded. 

The Police Chief explained that state law 
effective January, 1982, requires $3 for each 
parking citation to be paid to the jails with L.A. 
County receiving $2 and the state prisons, $1. 
The citation was raised from $7 to $10 to ac¬ 
commodate that added burden, Betts said. 

It is up to us all to find parking away from 
the streets of Sierra Madre. Betts suggested 
two other areas besides those at Auburn and 
Montecito which rre almost always full, and 
those two include: the city lot behind business 
buildings on the south side of Sierra Madre Blvd. 
and city parking area across Baldwin Ave. from 
the post office. 

Fire instructions 

Whiie on a recent trip to Berkeley where 
we attended a conference sponsored by the 
California Newspaper Publishers Association, 
we noticed a booklet in our hotel room. 

It had a provocative title “What if...?” 

“What if...you’re in a fire?” it asked. And as 
we are instructed to look for exits on an air¬ 
plane as we are taking off, we decided to flip 
through this book of instructions of what to do 
if the hotel caught fire. It was an excellent book 
at the Claremont Resort and we thought we 
should share it. Frankly, we plan to keep it handy 
for all our hotel stays from now on. 

Know your exits. Find your alarms and ex¬ 
tinguishers. Understand your air conditioner. 

Learn where the exits are by locating at 
least two exits before you enter your room. Walk 
to each exit and count the doors on the way. 

Find the alarms and extinguishers and walk 
to them. Learn how to turn off your air condi¬ 
tioning system. This way, in case of fire, they 
caution, you prevent smoke from being pulled 
into your room. 

What if you find a fire? First pull the alarm, 
then close the doors against the fire. Phone for 
help. Take your key before exiting. Keep calm. 

Sound the alarm if there is a fire and close 
the doors around the fire area. Fight only small 
fires. Exit from the building if the fire is not 
smalt. And always take the room key. Don’t 
hurry...think. 

And if you hear an alarm? Take your key, 
test the doors for heat before opening. If the 
hall is smoke-free, exit. If the stairwell is safe, 
exit to the street. Don’t use elevators. Keep calm. 

And now here Is the more difficult realiza¬ 
tion: what do you do if your exit is blocked? 

They suggest you return to your room and 
stay calm. 

If you are stuck in your room, they suggest 
you stay there. Turn off the air conditioner. 
Stuff door cracks and vents with a wet cloth. 
Remove drapes from the windows. Have water 
ready to re-moisten the cloth. Phone in your 
location to the front oesk or management. If you 
can’t reach them, don’t hesitate to call the local 
fire department. 

And again, keep calm. 

These instructions are the kind you should 
always keep handy while you travel. Why don’t 
you clip them?

Street Name To Canyon

I was delighted to read in 
the S.M. News of your pre¬ 
sent and future suggestions 
for the beautification of our 
unique and beautiful city. 

My great-grandmother, 
Hannah Hawks, and her 
daughter, Frances, were 
among the first purchasers 
of land from N. C. Carter 
and moved here in 1881. 
Though born in San Fran¬ 
cisco and living some years 
in the Midwest, 1 grew up in 
Sierra Madre and 1 can re¬ 
member when the streets 
were dirt roads. Happily I 
have spent the greater part 
of my life here. 


The street now designated 
as Canon Ave., running a 
few blocks north from S.M. 
Blvd. to Grandview was ori¬ 
ginally named Canon Ave. 
(pronounced “Canyon” and 
often spelled that way) be¬ 
cause it led directly to the 
Little Santa Anita Canyon.

Hope, Ferret Swap One-Liners

down the hill to CBS and three 
minutes to the golf club (Lake¬ 
side Golf Club). You can’t 
have it that good most of the 
time.” 

Ferret and Hope began ex¬ 
changing one-liners. Hope 
began laughing about a recent 
chartered flight when “the 
plane was so old that the pilot 
behind me was wearing gog¬ 
gles...” waiting for the laugh 
...“and a scarf.” 

They discussed an upcoming 
special and Ferret said he 
would have to look up some 
of his old airplane jokes such 
as a plane that is so old it falls 
over on its side and dies. 

“Sometimes we get a pilot 
who’s the oldest Kamakazi 
pilot still flying,” Hope 
laughed. 

Ferret picked up, “And it’s 
safe as long as we don’t fly 
over a ship.” 

While he looked over the 
photos we had taken, Hope 
shook his head and remarked 
he should have put on makeup 
for those shots. After more 
swapping of one-liners between 
Ferret and his boss, Bob Hope, 
we shook hands again and left. 

Hope peruses all the jokes 
coming in and picks the ones 
he likes best, according to Fer¬ 
ret. He also selects topics for 
his writers “and then we work 
from that. I love Mr. Hojje. 

He has been good to me,” 


Ferret stated on the way back 
to the studio where he is 
working. 

We asked Ferret if comedy 
is any different? “Only that it 
goes in cycles. There are new 
topics so there is new comedy. 
Lennie Bruce and Bill Cosby 
told stories and now we seem 
to be back to the one-liners 
again. Old jokes start us think¬ 
ing of new jokes. Topics change 
and although they all fit into 
categories, jokes themselves 
become new. For instance, 
years ago no men had walked 
on the moon, and there had 
been no plane hijacking. Those 
topics brought new jokes.” 

Ferret’s book, “How to 
Write & Sell Humor,” pub¬ 
lished by Writer’s Digest 
Books, is a well-written in¬ 
formation piece interspersed 
(as Hope said) with entertain¬ 
ing anecdotes. It could well 
become a comedy writer’s 
textbook. 

Ferret credits others with 
some of the best one-liners. 
In the book he explains his 
dilemma of needing monitors 
taped to his body before his 
heart surgery almost a couple 
years ago. Since, he writes, 
he has lots of hair on his body, 
he was not looking forward 
to the removal of the monitor 
when tape would rip the hair 
with it. One of his daughters 
quipped, “Why don’t you ask 


them to tape it to the top of 
your head. Daddy?” 

In another instance, Ferret 
explains how a group of com¬ 
edy writers had closeted them¬ 
selves for many hours trying 
to come up with jokes for a 
show. Every joke fell flat. 
After the seemingly hopeless 
session. Ferret was in the 
men’s room watching a young¬ 
ster attempt to comb his 
hair. A stubborn cowlick 
popiJed up every time it was 
slicked down. 

Ferret asked the youngster, 
“What’s that?” referring to 
the cowlick. 

“My personality,” was the 
answer he received. 

From nowhere, Ferret says, 
some of the best one-liners 
emerge. His book teach^ com¬ 
edy writers how to recognize 
those pearls, how to 'con¬ 
struct comedy, where to find 
it and how to use it. 

The book is not only for 
comedy writers. Everyone will 
enjoy it. “How to Write &
